Just what sort of language may be 
properly applied to a chorus girl? 

Waiving all questions of pretty red- 
dish brown hair, very black eyes, ev- 
ceeding redness of lips and a baby-like 
expression, just how strong may the 
language be, used in the presence of 
the girls of the chorus?

Children Who Are Playing in Street

Five children are. playing about Blair 
avenue and O'Fallon street while anx- 
ious mothers watch them for symptoms 
of hydrophobia. The children were bit- 
ten by a dog Monday, and it is feared 
the animal was suffering from rabies. 

The dog, which in appearance was not 
uncomnmon in that vicinity,.. was small 
and has long, shaggy hair. Its color is 
difficult to describe, though yellow and 
white spots predominated. 

The insignificant animal ran at will, 
snapping and biting at children and all 
objects which crossed its path Monday 
for many minutes before it was finally 
caught by the back of the neck and laid 


at the feet of Policeman Rice, who 
killed it with his club. 
There was much excitement in the 


neighborhood before the dog was killed 
and while it was making a circle of the 
block bounded by Blair and Cass ave- 
nues and Fifteenth and O'Fallon streets. 
The streets were crowded with children 
at play and many mothers and fathers 
joined in the chase which finally termit- 
nated when Mrs. Baxter grabbed the 
dog as it snapped at her. 
SEEN IN O'FALLON STREET. 

The animal was first seen at Thir- 
teenth and O'Fallon streets, where it 
jumped at little Claude Fausnaught, 8 
years old, of 1417 O’Fallon street, and 
fastened its teeth in his arm. The boy 
screamed from fright and pain and 
shook the dog off. As it made another 
leap for the boy, his companion, Stanley 
Frost, kicked the animal. At that the 
dog ran west on O Fallon street. 

As the dog neared Fourteenth street, 
it sprang at Walter Rosenberg, ‘ years 
old, of 1221 O'Fallon street, biting the 


boy in the leg. Not waiting for fur- 
ther attack on this child, the animal 
ran on west, turning north on Blair 


avenue,

Can we confine ‘St. Louis territory, 
commercially, to the Southwest?’ 

These questions are the text and mo- 
sive of a valuable pamphlet, ‘“‘In 189 
an Opportunity; in 1905 a Necessity,” 
issued by the Lesan Co. of St. Louis, 
which every merchant should rea.

“While the development of the North- 
west and the growth of Chicago, St. 
Paui and Minneapolis were hastened 
and assisted by unprecedented railroad 
extension and by the individual effort 
of pioneers in commerce, even by {fa- 
vorable geographical conditions, the de-

‘4. The lack of advertised brands em- 
anating from this territory to compete 
with Eastern products of no greater 
merit, which were sold under adver- 
tised names. 

‘>. Freight discrimination unfavorable 
to St. Louls manufacturers doing busi- 
ness east of the Mississippi River. 

‘6. The decline of river transporta. 
tion. 

“Seven years ago, when we “(first 
turned our attention to the exploiting 
of St. Louis goods, most manufacturers 
were not selling the maximum amount 
in their own territory in the Southwest. 
The desirability of taking their goods 
across the Mississippi and Ohio Rivers 
not only did not appeal to the manufac- 
turers, but tne necessity for so doing 
did not exist to the extent that it ex- 
ists today.

The advance in prices in a week has 
amounted to about 2 cents a pound, 
or $10 a bale, which on a crop of 10,-| to 
000,000 bales means an addition to the 
value of the cotton crop of $100,000,Qu0. 
It was not many years ago that the 
total crop of the South realized less

Refuse to Shot Fire With Less 
Than Two Pounds of 
Powder.

SPRINGFIELD, Il., July 11.—A strike 
is brewing at the mines of the Chicago- 
Virden Coal Co., near Virden, where 
more than 1000 men are employed. Man- 
ager F. W. Lukens posted notices that 
the men might return to work by do- 
ing their own shot firing with less than 
two pounds of powder, the Jaw stipu- 
lating that in mines firing shots of less 
than two pounds of powder shot firers 
Shall not be necessary.

Tom Lawson tells James Creelman, the correspond- 
ent of the World and Sunday Post-Dispatch, that 
John D. Rockefeller is not a great man. 

Mr. Lawson puts Rockefeller in a class with show 
people skilled in special directions. “One is a light- 
ning calculator, another can make the savage lion 
or tiger cower with the crack of the whip and flash 
of the eye; a third can swallow nails, glass, swords 
enough to kill a regiment and still call for more. 
None of these is great; they are simply freaks of na- 
ture in their particular line, and outside of them do 
not amount to a hill of splitback beans. So it is 
with John D. Rockefeller, only his function happens 
to be taking away from his fellows their dollars.” 

Not any of these men is great. Each has his 
knack, a trick, a certain deftness or magic power, 
but not one will get his name on the roll of great 
men, 

This is Lawsonesque. Some people have doubted 
whether the great billionaire was also a great man, 
but nobody thought of classing him with the sword 
swallowers and glass eaters. 

But there may be something in it. If John Jacob 
Astor, the founder of the house, was a great man, 
and it is generally conceded, John D. Rockefeller is 
not. Their business methods cannot be compared; 
they must be contrasted. The great merchant ad- 
venturers of the eighteenth century, who laid the 
foundations of England’s sea power, were great men. 
| They won by manhood—courage, intelligence, fore- 
sighted calculation. They played no tricks. 
they got they earned like men. And the power thev 
acquired through wealth they bequeathed to their 
country.

Judge, McKeighan Explains. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
In your evening issue of the 6th Rose 


Marion, under the heading of ‘Little |:

CARDIFF, Wales, July 11.—An expis- 
sicn occurred today at the Waterton 
colliery, Rhonddatill, while 18 men 
were in the pit. Communication with 
them is cut off. 

The explosion was heard at.noon fol- 
lowed by the belching of clouds of 
emoke and dust from the colliery. 

All hope of rescuing the entombed 
miners has been abandoned. One hun-

Sorting the mail of his neigh- 
bors is not to his liking, so last March 
he took a trip to Washington to see 
the President. He came away assured 
that his wishes would be granted. 
Sewell is a typical Maine woodsman 
and is the first white person born in 
this town. In 1880, when Roosevelt was 
a student at Harvard College and be- 
came so ill that his physicians said he 
could not recover, Sewell invited the 
young man to come to Maine and hunt 
and fish. Roosevelt, in the care of a 
corps of nurses, came on against the 
wishes of two physicians. 


Townspeople like to talk about the 
little, thin boy who wore glasses and 
didn't seem to care for anyone in Is- 
land Falls and how great was his lik- 
ing for “Big Bill” Sewell. The two 
went to Sewell’s camp, a few miles 
from here, and spent the entire fall and 
winter in the woods. In the spring 
Roosevelt's health had improved to 
such a degree that he was able to re- 
sume his studies at Harvard, and since 
that has been a well man. 


Shortly after President McKinley died 
and Mr. Roosevelt succeeded to his 
place in the White House, Sewell re- 
ceived a letter from the President in- 
viting him to visit him at the Exec- 
utive Mansion. Sewell had never been 
out of Island Falls, but he took his 
family and spent a week in Washing- 
ton. When he came back his towns- 
people asked him how he liked the 
trip. 


“All right,”’ said Bill, ‘but if Theo- 
dore Roosevelt wasn't in that town I’d 
rever gone there.”’ 


Phair, the man who has tried to re- 
tain his position as Collector for the 
district, controls all the potato-starch 
mills in Northern Maine, and is re- 
garded as the richest man in the State. 
He has had powerful backing in his 
contest for reappointment, but acknowl- 
edges that there is some friendship in 
politics.

cording to statements made by James 
McLaurin, a relative of United States 
Senator McLaurin, who has just re- 
turned to his home in Washington 
County on a furlough from his duties 
soldier in the canal zone. Unsole 
Sam has accomplished wonders on the 
Isthmus of Panama in sanitary depart- 
ments. 


McLaurin has been in the tropics for 
many months, and served in the United 
States army during the war in the Phil- 
ippines. He says he has no more fear 
of veilow fever than he has of an ordi- 
nary chill, and for this reason he con- 
sented to a strenuous experiment made 
by the sanitary officers on the Isthmus 
in an effort to eliminate the dreaded 
yellow fever. 

“I have spent much of my time in 
trepical countries, and Rave seen many 
deaths from the fever,’’ says McLaurin. 
“| was boasting one day about not be- 
ing scared, and was invited to allow 
myself to be placed at the mercy of the 
fever breeding mosquitoes. I consent- 
ed, and was placed under a bar with 
more than 100 of the Panama insects, 
known to inject the germ of the yel- 
low fever with every sting.

Hunter Six Years Ago, Gets Returns. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 4.—Bread 


cast upon the waters has returned, not 
an hundred fold, but almost equal to 
that. to Fred W. Bender, a telegraph 
operator for the Southern Railway. A 
loan of $20 which he made in 1899 to 
Howard Thompson jn San Francisco 
has been repaid so many times over 
that Mr. Bender is not quite certain 
just how much he has. The payment 
was not in cash. It came last week in 
the form of a diamond of the first 
water, weighing almost five carats and 
estimated to be worth about $900.

way up to Dawson or somewhere in the 
gold country.

“Bure, I can let you have the twenty,” 
said Mr. Bender, who was feeling good 
over getting back to his home country, 
and who did not care much for money 
anyhow. “Here, take it and wel- 
come. I hope you will hit a big mine 
like Cripple Creek. Wish I could go 
with you, but I have to hit for home.”’ 
The two separated, Mr. Bender came to 


Loulsville, tired of the army, and went; 


to work for the Southern railway. He 
had enough of the Philippines ana 
wanted no further fighting. He forgot 
the loan which he had made, and really 
did not expect to hear from Thompson 
again. Ten years passed and nothing 
was heard in any way from the Klon- 
dikers Mr. Bender did not know even 
whether or not he had reached Dawson 
City.
